President's  Report 


Last  year  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  pub- 
lished its  first  Annual  Report  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Museum's  fortieth  anniversary.  That  report  summarized 
our  past  in  broad  outline  and  set  the  stage  for  future 
statements  such  as  this  one,  which  focuses  on  events  of 
1978. 

The  most  conspicuous  occurrence  of  the  year  was  the 
official  bequest  to  the  Museum  of  the  Justin  K.  Thann- 
hauser  Collection,  which  had  been  on  loan  to  us  since 
1965.  The  occasion  was  celebrated  on  December  13  by 
the  unveiling  of  the  reinstallation  of  these  magnificent 
works  of  art  in  the  Thannhauser  Wing  (integrated  with 
related  works  of  our  own)  and  by  the  publication  of  an 
impressive  scholarly  catalogue  which  describes  in  con- 
siderable detail  each  piece  in  the  bequest.  On  that  eve- 
ning it  was  my  very  great  privilege  to  express  once 
again  to  our  friend,  Hilde  Thannhauser,  this  institution's 
abiding  gratitude  for  the  great  gift  that  came  to  us 
through  the  generosity  of  her  late  husband." 

Another  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  successful  launch- 
ing of  our  Half-Century  Fund  drive,  which  marked  the 
first  time  in  the  Museum's  history  that  an  organized  ef- 
fort had  been  made  to  solicit  financial  support  from  the 
public. 

My  grandfather,  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim,  established 
an  endowment  in  1937  which  made  possible  the  founding 
of  the  Museum  bearing  his  name.  Now,  over  forty  years 
later,  more  than  seven  million  people  have  visited  our 
world-renowned  building  designed  by  Frank  Lloyd 
Wright.  The  Museum  has  become  famous  for  its  cele- 
brated permanent  collection  and  has  earned  international 
respect  for  its  exhibitions  and  publications  whose  sub- 
jects range  from  the  historic  movements  in  the  late  nine- 
teenth-century to  the  most  recent  achievements  of  today. 

In  late  1977  our  Board  of  Trustees  determined  that  a 
major  fund-raising  program  to  amass  twenty  million  dol- 
lars over  a  five-year  period  was  necessary  if  the  Guggen- 
heim's work  was  to  continue  without  sacrificing  its 
standards  of  excellence. 

A  principal  goal  to  be  met  through  the  Half-Century 
Fund  is  the  creation  of  additional  space  in  which  to  show 
what  is  often  described  as  "the  greatest  unseen  modern 
art  treasure  in  the  world."  Because  our  temporary  loan 
exhibitions,  which  are  an  essential  part  of  our  activities,

usually,  occupy  vital  gallery  space,  our  permanent  col- 
lection can  be  presented  only  on  infrequent  occasions. 
New  space  is  needed  also  to  provide  an  incentive  for  col- 
lectors to  donate  works  of  importance  by  reassuring  them 
that  these  works  will  be  seen  not  only  by  privileged  visi- 
tors to  our  storage  areas  but  by  the  general  public  in 
accessible  galleries. 

The  other  major  goal  of  the  drive  is  to  increase  our 
endowment  so  that  our  income  is  sufficient  to  maintain 
this  additional  space,  to  continue  to  support  our  operat- 
ing standards  at  their  present  levels  and  to  invigorate 
our  acquisition  program. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  initial  response  among 
our  own  circle  of  friends  and  supporters  was  most  en- 
couraging, and  that  private,  corporate  and  governmental 
sources  during  1978  contributed  a  total  of  four  million 
dollars,  or  one-fifth  of  the  projected  five-year  campaign 
total. 

The  largest  single  gift  was  a  challenge  grant  of  one 
million  dollars  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  We  were  one  of  three  cultural  institutions,  and  the 
only  museum  in  this  country,  to  receive  a  grant  of  this 
magnitude  during  the  year.  It  is  our  responsibility  to 
match  this  federal  funding  on  a  three  to  one  basis  by 
October  1980  for  a  total  grant  of  four  million  dollars. 
By  the  end  of  1978  we  had  raised  over  one  million 
dollars  towards  this  substantial  goal  with  two  million 
dollars  more  needed  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  this 
grant. 


So  far,  the  mosi  generous  endowment  contribution,  a 
benefaction  ol  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  came  to  us 
through  the  Esther  Simon  c  haritable  Trust  for  the  estab- 
lishmeni  and  perpetual  support  of  I  he  Aye  Simon  Read 
ing  Room.  This  exemplar)  facility,  designed  by  die 
architeci  Richard  Meier,  was  created  in  a  previously 
under-utilized  area  ofl  the  main  ramp.  Aye  Simon's  sou, 
Stephen,  and  lus  wife,  Bonnie,  initiated  the  project  and 
have  earned  our  lasting  gratitude  for  their  timely  and 
generous  aid. 

[978  was  an  outstanding  year  for  the  Museum,  and  m 

the  Director's  Report  which  follows  you  will  note  that 

there  were  main  memorable  achievements  in  acquisi- 
tions, exhibitions  and  publications.  Public  support  of 
the  Guggenheim  was  evidenced  by  increasing  attendance, 
sales  desk  activity,  use  of  our  restaurant  and  growing 
numbers  of  individuals  who  joined  established  member- 
ship categories  as  well  as  new  ones  instituted  during  the 
past  vear. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that,  because  of  stringent 
management  controls  and  the  efforts  of  an  extraordi- 
narily  budget-conscious  staff,  our  net  operating  defi- 
cit, less  acquisitions,  for  the  twelve-month  period  was 
$83,602,  the  smallest  deficit  since  1969,  when  inflationary 
pressures  compared  with  present  ones  were  virtually 
nonexistent. 

The  demands  upon  several  of  the  Trustees,  our  Direc- 
tor, Tom  Messer,  our  Deputy  Director,  Henry  Berg, 
c  urators  and  staff  at  all  levels  were  relentless  during 
1978.  The  successful  launching  of  our  Half-Century 
Fund,  the  enrichment  of  our  collection,  the  continued 
high  quality  of  our  exhibitions,  the  favorable  operating 
figures  and  the  public  support  the  Museum  enjoys  would 
not  have  been  possible  without  their  skill,  determination 
and  dedication.

Director's  Report 


In  addition  to  highlighting  the  year's  outstanding  event— 
the  receipt  of  the  Thannhauser  gift— the  preceding  report 
by  the  President  of  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foun- 
dation has  underlined  the  Museum's  present  attainments 
and  needs  and  given  some  indication  of  its  current  organ- 
ization and  financial  status.  I  shall  therefore  concentrate 
primarily  upon  the  Museum's  programs— its  collection, 
its  exhibitions  and  publications— as  these  present  them- 
selves to  us  at  the  close  of  1978. 

The  collection,  let  this  be  said  at  the  outset,  is  the 
Museum's  most  central  concern.  Acquisition,  conserva- 
tion and  collection-related  research  has  assumed  priority 
over  all  other  activities  since  the  Guggenheim  Museum's 
founding  in  1937.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  formal 
acceptance  of  the  Justin  K.  Thannhauser  Collection  and 
its  integration  with  related  works  from  the  Guggenheim's 
own  holdings  (as  exemplified  in  its  present  new  instal- 
lation) assume  such  importance.  Moreover,  the  Half- 
Century  Fund  drive  derives  its  full  justification  from  the 
intended  establishment  of  new  areas  for  the  permanent 
collection.  Loan  exhibitions  valuable  for  their  own  sake 
are  also  often  linked  to  acquisitions,  as  is  borne  out  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Werner  Dannheisser's  most  generous  gift 
of  Mark  Rothko's  Violet,  Black,  Orange,  Yellow  on 
White  and  Red,  1949  — a  work  selected  from  among  a 
great  many  paintings  borrowed  for  the  year's  grand 
retrospective  devoted  to  this  artist's  oeuvre. 

The  high  priority  accorded  to  the  collection  and  par- 
ticularly to  its  expansion  through  acquisition  is  unfor- 
tunately threatened  by  present-day  financial  realities.  The 
relatively  large  endowment  that  comfortably  supported 
the  small  institution  which  the  Museum  was  during 
roughly  the  first  half  of  its  existence  has  been  trans- 
formed, through  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  into 
its  reverse— a  sizeable  operation  no  longer  adequately 
financed.  The  annual  surpluses  that  were  available  for 
the  creation  of  the  Guggenheim's  collection  from  its 
inception  to  its  establishment  in  the  Frank  Lloyd  Wright 
building  have,  in  the  ensuing  period,  receded  and  even- 
tually vanished.  Thus,  we  are  left  with  the  choice  of 
ceasing  to  collect  entirely,  an  unacceptable  option,  or 
continuing  to  do  so  without  ready  means.  In  accepting 
the  latter  alternative,  we  are  necessarily  restricted  to: 
(a)  purchases  in  inexpensive  but  highly  experimental 
fields;  (b)  the  judicious  acceptance  of  gifts,  which  often 
though  not  always,  reflect  the  donor's  rather  than  the 
Museum's  most  urgent  choice;  (c)  purchases  made  pos- 
sible by  sales  from  the  collection  — trades  intended  in 
effect,  to  free  a  quantity  of  lesser  works  in  exchange  for 


fewer  examples  of  particular  importance  to  the  Museum. 
Each  of  these  approaches  courts  its  own  problems  and 
none  of  them  favors  the  establishment  of  undiluted  col- 
lecting guidelines. 

The  degree  to  which  such  inherent  handicaps  are 
overcome  is  reflected  in  the  roster  of  the  following  prime 
examples  as  well  as  the  extensive  listing  of  new  acces- 
sions that  appears  in  the  following  pages:

To  these  one  should  add  a  group  of  twelve  works  by 
young  Americans  bought  with  funds  contributed  by  the 
Exxon  Corporation. 

The  collection,  therefore,  remains  our  central  concern, 
even  if  current  emphasis  has  shifted  from  purchases  to 
gifts  and  further  to  collection  research  and  publication. 

In  these  areas  1978  was  a  particularly  productive  year. 
In  1973  research  relative  to  the  Thannhauser  Collection 
had  started  under  Daniel  Catton  Rich's  direction,  with 
the  extensive  participation  of  Vivian  Endicott  Barnett. 
Upon  Mr.  Rich's  death  in  1976,  Mrs.  Barnett  assumed 
full  responsibility  for  the  authorship  of  a  volume  entitled 
The  Guggenheim  Museum:  Justin  K.  Thannhauser  Col-

libitions  drawn  from  the  now-historic  prewar  era  in 
rope.  Instead,  current  work  in  the  United  States  was 
phasized  in  a  group  show  sponsored  by  the  Exxon 
rporation,  Young  American  Artists:  1978  Exxon  Na- 
nal  Exhibition,  the  first  in  a  projected  series  to  alter- 
ely  survey  the  domestic  and  foreign  art  scenes. 

rhe  high  point  of  the  exhibition  season  was  undoubt- 
y  the  memorable  Mark  Rothko  retrospective  curated 

Diane  Waldman.  Ambitiously  conceived  to  open  at 

Guggenheim  Museum  on  Ocotber  27,  the  show  cir- 
ates  subsequently  to  The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in 
mston,  the  Walker  Art  Center  in  Minneapolis,  and  the 
5  Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art.  The  exhibition  and 

accompanying  catalogue  presented  this  master  of  the 
w  York  School  in  unprecedented  fullness— an  under- 
ling that  depended  upon  generous  financial  help  from 

National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  upon  matching 
ids  from  the  Atlantic-Richfield  Foundation  and  per- 
ds  most  decisively  upon  the  unstinting  support  ac- 
ded  this  project  by  Kate  Rothko  Prizel,  the  artist's 
jghter.  The  scale  and  depth  of  the  Rothko  retrospec- 

2  alone  placed  it  in  a  class  by  itself,  without  thereby 
ninishing  the  importance  of  the  other  Guggenheim 
libitions  to  which  we  have  referred. 

\  final  word  is  in  order  here  with  respect  to  the  exhi- 
ion  aspects  of  the  Thannhauser  gift.  Justin  K.  Thann- 
user's  bequest  as  presently  seen  consists  of  seventy-one 
intings,  sculptures  and  works  on  paper.  Shown  with 
rurrently  is  a  sizeable  group  of  related  examples  from 
:  Guggenheim's  collection  of  nineteenth  and  early 
entieth  century  art,  including  works  by  Cezanne, 
jrat,  Rousseau,  Munch,  Bonnard,  Picasso,  Braque, 
itisse  and  Modigliani.  For  the  first  time  since  Mr. 
lannhauser's  original  loan  in  1965,  all  the  works  in 
collection  are  integrated  in  appropriate  sequence  with 


the  Guggenheim's  own  holdings.  Through  structural 
changes  as  well  as  improved  methods  of  display,  the 
Thannhauser  galleries  have  been  modernized  and  brought 
into  harmony  with  the  Guggenheim's  prevailing  instal- 
lation treatment,  without,  however,  losing  the  sense  of 
intimacy  and  individuality  the  donor  wished  to  preserve. 
It  is  our  hope  and  expectation  that  other  parts  of  the 
Guggenheim  collection  will  eventually  be  exhibited  in 
formats  comparable  to  the  one  now  in  evidence  in  the 
Thannhauser  Wing. 

My  most  emphatic  thanks  to  Henry  Berg,  the  Mu- 
seum's Deputy  Director,  its  division  heads,  to  the  cura- 
torial, technical  and  supporting  staffs  are  implicit  in  this 
report.  The  Guggenheim  Museum  is  not  large  nor  is  it, 
alas,  well-endowed  any  longer.  Its  stated  ambitions,  we 
feel,  are  appropriate  in  the  context  of  an  institutional 
history  that  now  extends  over  a  period  of  forty  years. 
Those  we  address  in  these  pages  will,  we  hope,  identify 
with  and  respond  to  such  aspirations  and  allow  thereby 
an  undiminished  public  service  in  the  years  and  decades 
to  come.

On  December  17,  1977,  the  Guggenheim  Museum 
launched  the  first  major  fund-raising  campaign  in  its 
history.  Called  the  Half-Century  Fund,  this  twenty  mil- 
lion dollar  program  was  initiated  to  place  the  Museum 
on  a  firm  financial  base  by  its  fiftieth  anniversary  in  1987. 
Funds  raised  will  be  used  to  meet  ongoing  annual  oper- 
ating expenses,  program  support,  the  acquisitions  pro- 
gram, endowment  growth  and  eventual  building  expan- 
sion to  create  adequate  exhibition  space  for  the  perma- 
nent collection.  The  Museum  is  deeply  grateful  to  the 
donors  listed  below— individuals,  foundations  and  cor- 
porations—that have  given  or  pledged  contributions  to 
the  campaign  in  1978. 

THE  CHALLENGE  GRANT 

An  integral  part  of  the  Half-Century  Fund  is  the  one 
million  dollar  Challenge  Grant  awarded  to  the  Guggen- 
heim in  October  1978  by  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  a  Federal  Agency.  The 
Guggenheim  was  one  of  only  three  cultural  institutions 
and  the  single  museum  in  the  country  to  receive  a  grant 
of  this  magnitude  during  the  second  round  of  this  pro- 
gram. Designed  to  help  the  nation's  primary  cultural  in- 
stitutions broaden  their  bases  of  support,  the  Challenge 
Grant  requires  a  three  to  one  match,  with  every  new 
three  dollars  in  contributions  releasing  one  dollar  of  Fed- 
eral funds.  The  Museum  must  raise  its  goal  of  three  mil- 
lion dollars  by  October  31,  1980. 

Donors  in  all  categories  help  us  realize  the  goals  of  the 
Challenge  Grant  as  well  as  those  of  the  Half-Century 
Fund.  The  Development  Office,  Officers  of  the  Founda- 
tion and  staff  would  be  pleased  to  confer  with  potential 
donors  and/or  their  attorneys  concerning  gifts  or  be- 
quests of  money  or  works  of  art  to  the  Guggenheim 
Museum.

1.  Stimmar)  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

ttion 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Foundation  have  been   pre 
pared  on  the  accrual  basis. 
Fund  Accounting 

In  order  to  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions 
placed  on  the  use  of  resources  available  to  the  Foundation,  the 
accounts  of  the  Foundation  are  maintained  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  of  fund  accounting.  This  is  the  procedure  b} 
which  resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  for  ac- 
counting and  financial  reporting  purposes  into  funds  that  are 
in  accordance  with  specified  activities  and  objectives.  Separate 
accounts  are  maintained  for  each  fund;  however  in  the  accom- 
panying financial  statements,  funds  that  have  similar  char- 
acteristics have  been  combined  into  fund  groups.  Accordingly, 
all  financial  transactions  have  been  recorded  and  reported  by 
fund  group. 

Restricted  Fund 

Amounts  restricted  by  the  donor  for  specific  purposes  are 

segregated  from  the  Operating  Fund  within  the  Current 

Fund.

Other  Matters 

Contributions,  grants,  legacies  and  bequests  and  membership 
tees  are  recorded  as  received  and  are  considered  to  be  avail- 
able for  unrestricted  use  unless  specifically  designated  by  the 
donor.  Contributions  and  grants  specified  by  the  donor  for 
use  in  future  periods  are  recorded  as  deferred  income  in  the 
balance  sheet  and  are  recorded  as  income  in  the  year  in  which 
they  may  be  used.  Written  pledges  are  recorded  as  receivables 
in  the  year  pledged.  The  amounts  of  the  pledges  to  be  received 
in  the  future  are  recorded  as  deferred  amounts  in  the  respective 
funds  to  which  they  apply. 

All  gains  and  losses  arising  from  the  sale,  collection  or  other 
disposition  of  investments  are  accounted  for  in  the  fund  in 
which  the  related  assets  are  recorded.  Income  from  invest 
ments  is  accounted  for  as  revenue  of  the  Operating  Fund. 


2.  Investments: 

Investments  are  recorded  at  cost  in  respect  of  those  purchased, 
and  in  respect  of  those  acquired  by  gift,  bequest  or  otherw  ise, 
generally  at  market  valuations  at  dates  of  acquisition  or  estate 
tax  valuations.

3.  Art  Collection: 

Art  objects  purchased,  donated  and  bequeathed  are  included 
in  the  balance  sheet  at  a  value  of  Si.  Donations  for  purchase 
of  art  objects  are  reported  as  gifts  in  the  statement  of  activity. 
The  cost  of  all  art  objects  purchased,  less  the  proceeds  from 
deaccessions  of  art,  is  reported  as  a  Museum  operation  ex- 
pense. During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1978,  purchase  of 
art  objects  amounted  to  $358,364  and  the  proceeds  from  de- 
accessions  aggregated  $15,000.  The  estimated  value  of  art

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With  respect  to  the  property  and  equipment  of  The  Solomon 
R.  Guggenheim  Museum,  land  is  recorded  at  cost  with  respect 
to  that  purchased  and  at  estate  tax  valuation  with  respect  to 
that  acquired  through  a  bequest.  Building  and  all  other  equip- 
ment are  recorded  at  cost  and  depreciation  is  provided  on  the 
straight-line  method  over  their  estimated  useful  lives.  Library 
and  documentary  films  are  recorded  at  the  nominal  amount  of 
$i,  and  additions  are  expensed  as  acquired. 


5.  Pension  Plan: 

The  Foundation  has  a  pension  plan  covering  substantially  all 
of  its  full-time  employees.  The  total  pension  expense  for  1978 
was  $15,400  which  includes  $5,400  paid  to  employees  who 
retired  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  plan  or  who  were  not 
eligible  for  participation  in  the  plan.  The  Foundation's  policy 
is  to  fund  pension  costs  incurred. 


10.  Challenge  Grant: 

The  Foundation  is  the  recipient  of  a  $1,000,000  Challenge 
Grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA) 
under  which  it  is  required  to  demonstrate  a  specified  rate  of 
growth  in  external  support  over  a  three-year  period  ending 
December  31,  1980.  No  recognition  of  amounts  due  the 
Foundation  under  the  Grant  has  been  given  in  the  1978  finan- 
cial statements  because  the  reports  which  the  Foundation  has 
filed  with  the  NEA  are  subject  to  review  and  approval  of  the 
NEA  prior  to  disbursement.  On  January  29,  1979  the  Founda- 
tion was  notified  by  NEA  that  $107,500  of  the  Grant  had 
been  approved. 


6.  Interfund  Transfers: 

During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1978,  $27,086  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Operating  Fund  to  the  Plant  Fund  representing 
fixed  assets  purchased  with  resources  of  the  Operating  Fund. 


7.  Contributed  Services: 

A  substantial  number  of  unpaid  volunteers  have  made  signifi- 
cant contributions  of  their  time  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
Museum's  programs  covering  most  phases  of  the  Museum's 
activities  except  for  maintenance,  guard  service  and  art  han- 
dling. The  value  of  this  contributed  time  is  not  reflected  in 
these  statements  since  it  is  not  susceptible  to  objective  mea- 
surement or  valuation. 


8.  Related  Party  Transactions: 

Service  fees  aggregating  $4,839  were  paid  to  Guggenheim 
Brothers  (a  partnership).  Mr.  Peter  O.  Lawson-Johnston,  a 
trustee  and  president  of  the  Foundation,  is  one  of  the  partners 
of  Guggenheim  Brothers.
